CITY' O R D IN A N C E. 
An Ordinance Regulating the Oper­ 
ation and running of automobiles, 
Motor Cars, Etc. 
Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Bryan, Texas: 
S e c t i o n I. T hat it shall be and is 
hereby made the duty of any person 
operating any automobile, motor car 
or other vihicle propelled by artifi­ 
cial means within said city to; stop 
the same upon meeting with any 
person driving a team when it ;ap- 
pears from the conduct or action of 
such team th at it is likely to become 
frightened at such automobile, mo­ 
tor car, etc, and to remain stopped 
until such team passes.
